Republic Services offers 
summer safety lesson

AGAWAM - The big, bright 
blue trash trucks rumbling 
through Agawam’s streets ev- 
ery week provide a vital service 
— but they also pose a potential 
danger to children. 


Police in Agawam and West- 
field arrested Michael Rash, 24, 
of Westfield, on June 6. He was 
arraigned on two counts of statu- 
tory rape of a child. Judge Philip 
Contant set Rash’s bail at $1,000. 
The bail was posted and Rash was 
released on June 9 after spending a 
weekend in jail. 

According to a report from

“Children are often fascinated 
by our trucks, however, they 
don’t understand how hazardous 
the trucks can be,” said Patrick 
Mallalieu, operations supervi- 
sor for Republic Services, which 
provides waste and recycling 
services for the town. 

He added that children may of- 
ten play around the trucks when 


the Agawam Police Department, 
the 15-year-old victim’s mother 
obtained knowledge of the af- 
fair by seeing content on the 
victim’s cellular telephone. She 
immediately took the informa- 
tion to the Agawam police. The 
police interviewed the alleged 
victim on June 5 

The police report states the af- 


they are stopped and not under- 
stand the loud beeping sounds 
the trucks make when backing 
up. And, if a child runs out into 
the street chasing a ball, for ex- 
ample, truck drivers may not see 
the child. 

To educate children about the

The relationship continued with 
text messages and then soon after, 
the victim began meeting up with 
Rash by sneaking out of her house 
after midnight on Wednesdays.

cording to the report, Rash played 
in a pool league at a local bar. 

The report states the victim had 
a physical relationship with Rash 
and once her mother discovered 
the relationship, she confronted her 
daughter and went to the police.

DiSanti makes second run 
for state representative

“T want to have 
an actual voice on Beacon Hill 
for all policies,’ said DiSanti. 
“T will vote on both sides of the 
aisle, not in lock step with my 
party. I want to pass legisla- 
tion that will benefit all working 
families and work against fraud.” 
DiSanti is retired from the United 
States Postal Service. He is a four- 
year U.S. Air Force veteran, and 
has lived in Agawam for 17 years. 

“At 59 years old, I found myself 
looking at the future of Agawam 
and the Third Hampden District 


in a positive way,” said DiSanti. 
“As the state representative, I will 
promise openness and availabil- 


DiSanti says he has no political 
experience with the exception of 
his 2012 run against Boldyga. He 
believes he will bring 
an unbiased voice to 
the Statehouse because 
he is not with any par- 
ticular political group 
locally. 

“T am not affiliated 
with any local town po- 
litical groups,” DiSanti 
said. “I am asking that 
voters in this district, 
‘look to your future 
and change the same dead-end 
road we have been heading down 
for many years.’ Voters have to be 
willing to change their voting pat- 
tern and take an interest in their 
own future.” 

DiSanti says he is looking at 
several issues he wants to dive into 
as a potential state representative. 
He is very interested in putting a 
stop to welfare fraud. He says no 
one wants to tackle the issue of 
welfare.

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‘Pin-up’ lifestyle becoming 
more mainstream

AGAWAM - The female form has been a 
focus in art from ancient to modern times, 
but nowhere moreso than in the 20th century 
with the advent of the pin-up. Though the 
term didn’t appear in English language his- 
tory until 1941, the practice of painting and 
photographing women in an informal, pro- 
vocative style dates back to the 1890’s when 
burlesque artists used photographs as busi- 
ness cards to promote their performances. 

Pin-up as we know it today was made 
popular by the United States military when 
soldiers on both sides of the First World War 
shared photos of European women, some 
who had posed for fully-nude photographs. 
By World War II, GIs were pinning photos 
of actresses such as Betty Grable to their 
lockers, making the pin up the greatest sex 
symbol of the war years. 

Today the term pin-up has come to en- 
compass a number of styles of photography 
including women with tattoos and piercings. 
Though other terms such as “rockabilly” and 
“psychobilly” have also come to be related 
to pin-ups, the overall movement to return 
to mid-century modern style has gathered 
momentum and slowly insinuated itself into 
modern fashion and popular culture. 

Fashion has re-introduced the A-line skirt, 
dresses with petticoats and pedal pushers 
(capris, also known as cigarette pants). Tai- 
lored blouses tied at the waist, scarves and 
ascots, as well as Oxford shoes and bobby 
socks have also made an appearance. Gals 
sport Victory rolls in their hair, bright red 
lips and vintage wheels. Ladies dress up 
for car shows and cruise nights, competing 
in pin-up contests and posing for one of the 
many photographers who now specialize in 
pin-up photography. 

Though the term pin-up often evokes an 
image of the racier side of photography, 
most pin ups are family-friendly and take 
the viewer back to a simpler time when gals 
dressed up to meet the boys at the ice cream 
shoppe for a milkshake. Even the guys are 
embracing the era of the pin-up, slicking 
their hair back and rolling the sleeves of their 
T-shirts. Some couples, like pin-up Alyssa 
Ribeiro, of Springfield, and her boyfriend, 
Jimmy Joyce, are passing their passion for 
vintage on to their son, Trenton, who is due 
to appear in July. 

“Tm keeping a scrap book of every pin-up 
event I’ve participated in while I was preg- 
nant so that he can see how exciting it is,” 
Alyssa says. Little Trenton will even have 
himself a vintage pram to roll through cruise 
nights in his own set of vintage wheels. 

Alyssa’s mother, Diana Roy, and her hus- 
band Dan (owner of ABC Glass) also love 
the vintage life. Along with Diana’s 1958 
Chrysler 300D, nicknamed Flo, the pair can

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dies from cancer

AGAWAM - Alan Griffin, an Agawam 
resident who has gone nose-to-nose with the 
town for many years over the right to main- 
tain goats on his North Street property, died 
of cancer last week. He was 60. 

Griffin, a former mayoral candidate, ad- 
vocated for many years to retain the goats 
because of medical reasons. His wife, Su- 
zanne, suffers from a disease known as coli- 
tis. Because of her condition, her doctor, 
Dr. George E. Reynolds of Family Medicine 
in Westfield, recommends she consumes 
goat’s milk frequently. The milk is not read- 
ily available because it is illegal to distribute 
in Massachusetts. In order to get the milk, 
Griffin has traveled to Vermont in the past. 

“Tt’s also very expensive,” he said in a pre- 
vious interview with the Agawam Advertiser 
News. “It can cost me about $15 a gallon.” 

Griffin purchased goats in late 2006 at- 
tempting to milk them in order to save the 
expense of driving to Vermont. The front 
area of his property is located in a residen- 
tial district while the rear of his property is 
zoned Agricultural and Conservation. Not 
long after putting the goats on his property, 
a complaint was issued by a neighbor asking 
for their removal. 

After a long battle with the town and the 
Board of Appeals, Griffin was ordered to re- 
move the goats. Town officials had received 


permission to remove the goats from the 
property themselves, but Griffin removed 
them before the town could do so. 

Neighbors began the complaint process 
because they were unhappy with the smell 
produced by the goats. Paul Cooke, a com- 
munity access monitor and former resident 
of Agawam, had said federal law favors the 
Griffins and the goats should be allowed on 
the property based on the fact the milk they 
produce is essential to Suzanne Griffin’s 
health. The goats can be likened to service 
animals such as seeing-eye dogs. A federal 
court appeal was dismissed recently. Suzanne 
Griffin has said she will continue to fight and 
advocate to get the goats back with the help 
of a family friend who is an attorney. 

There are currently two pending court 
cases for Griffin. One is a land court case 
where she is demanding the court make ac- 
commodations for the goats because of her 
disability. 

Another case is an appeal hearing current- 
ly scheduled for July 14 with the Massachu- 
setts Commission against Discrimination. 
In that case, Griffin is accusing the town of 
violating her civil rights. 

The goats were removed from the prop- 
erty in October 2013 after the Griffins had 
exhausted all legal recourses at the time. 
There was a court order in place that allowed 
Agawam officials to go on the property and 
seize the animals. Alan Griffin moved the 
goats to a friend’s property before that could 
happen.

Two 
earlier guidebooks were prepared in part- 


nership with the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission and the Agawam Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The guidebook provides a listing of all 
permits required in the community, required 
fees and detailed contact information for 
every municipal board or entity. It also pro- 
vides several flowcharts for land use project 
review and approval, such as subdivisions, 
special permits, and variances.

One step closer 


Our country moved one step closer to 
helping our veterans survive AFTER they’ve 
returned home from war with the passage of 
the Veterans Health Care Access Received 
Closer to Home Act of 2014. The Senate ap- 
proved the bill 93-3, with Republican Sena- 
tors Bob Corker of Tennessee, Ron Johnson 
of Wisconsin and Jeff Sessions of Alabama 
voting no. Now, it will hopefully make it to 
President Barack Obama for his signature. 

The bill expresses the sense of Congress 
in support of veteran-centric health care co- 
ordination between the Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs (VA) and community providers, 
as well as cost-effective VA purchase of vet- 
erans’ care from the private sector. 

It will require: (1) that medical appoint- 
ments for veterans, under the pilot program, 
occur during the 30-day period beginning on 
the date that is 15 days after the appointment 
is requested, and (2) the Secretary of Veter- 
ans Affairs to ensure that eligible veterans 
are informed of the program. 

Introduced in Senate on Feb. 3, 2014, the 
bill amends the Veterans’ Mental Health and 
Other Care Improvements Act of 2008, and 
will make it easier for veterans to receive 
treatment from local doctors instead of hav- 
ing to experience long waiting times for VA 
medical care. If finalized the bill will autho- 
rize approximately $35 billion in a course of 
three years to pay for outside care, hire hun- 
dreds of doctors and nurses, as well as rent 
multiple health care facilities in 17 different 
states and Puerto Rico. 

Even though it sounds like a lot of money 
earmarked for care for our veterans, an ear- 
ly analysis of the plan estimates by letting 
veterans seek care from non-VA providers 
it will cost roughly $50 billion each year 
(according to the Congressional Budget Of- 
fice). So, this is just a small step in the right 
direction, but at least it’s a step closer. In the 
meantime the staggering statistic of 22 vet- 
erans committing suicide every day still lin- 
gers. And that is a very conservative number 
because some are not reported. 

It’s a shame it takes a scandal to open the 
eyes of our lawmakers, with this bill falling 
on the heels of information being released by 
a government inspector general who report- 
ed that VA hospitals and clinics were cover- 
ing up months-long waiting lists of veterans 
who were trying to see a doctor. The VA au- 
dit released earlier this month showed that 
more than 120,000 veterans hadn’t received 
medical appointments or had been waiting 
for more than 90 days. By calculation, that’s 
1,980 veterans across the country who likely 
committed suicide in the course of those 90 
days. Shame on our Department of Veterans 
Affairs for failing our veterans in their great- 
est time of need. 

Here’s our chance as a country to try to 
save lives. Give these veterans a fighting 
chance, give them the treatment and the 
health services they need. The war doesn’t 
stop when they return home. It’s time we fo- 
cus on Operation Veterans Survival — a war 
raging in our own backyards.

hicles like trash trucks, Mallalieu visited 
Agawam’s four elementary schools dur- 
ing the first two weeks of June to present a 
safety lesson to nearly 600 first- and second- 
graders. 

The lesson included a brief classroom vid- 
eo featuring a talking trash truck to explain 
to students how difficult it is for truck drivers 
to see children on the streets. The video, as 
well as a demonstration Mallalieu gave af- 
terwards, stressed the importance in keeping 
a safe distance — at least 15 feet — away from 
the trucks. 


Beware of the ‘danger zone’ 

Known as the “danger zone,” it’s a 15-foot 
circle around the truck that is the most dan- 
gerous area for kids. Mallalieu told students 
they need to stay clear of the danger zone 
because the area within the zone is where it’s 
hardest for drivers to see children. 

To give children a better visual under- 
standing of that 15-foot safe distance, Mal- 
lalieu brought students outside their school 
—if the weather permitted — to show them the 
danger zone using a Republic trash truck. 

Mallalieu first asked students to estimate 
what they thought was 15 feet from the side 
of the truck. At the Granger School, most 
students underestimated the distance by al- 
most 10 feet. He then asked a group of stu- 
dents to stand directly behind the truck while 
two classmates climbed into the cab. 

In the cab, the students looked in the 
trucks mirrors and were asked if they could 
see their classmates. They couldn’t because 
the students outside the truck were in one of 


the danger zone areas and were too close to 
the rear of the truck. Mallalieu pointed out 
the rearview camera mounted on the truck, 
which had been turned off for the demonstra- 
tion. He explained that even with the camera 
on children still might not be visible to the 
driver if they are too close to the truck. 


Safety precautions and safety devices 

To help reinforce the messages in the 
video and in the demonstration, students re- 
ceived a fun, colorful comic book produced 
by Republic Services. Called Garbage Gus, 
it provides tips on traffic safety and shows 
students some of the dangers of riding or 
playing near trash trucks or other large ve- 
hicles. Mallalieu said drivers take many 
safety precautions to help prevent tragedies 
from occurring and the trucks have a vari- 
ety of safety devices to help drivers spot a 
youngster. 

“Our drivers are trained in the Smith Sys- 
tem (driver safety training program), our 
trucks all have rearview cameras, and driv- 
ers also are trained to count the kids when 
they stop and again before they start moving 
again.” 

Tracy DeMaio, environmental project co- 
ordinator for the Agawam DPW, works with 
the schools and Republic to schedule the 
presentations. She said the program — simi- 
lar to ones that Republic presents in schools 
in other communities — is offered to commu- 
nities in their municipal contracts.

In Agawam, the program is usually held 
in June just before students are released for

summer vacation. “It’s an opportune time to 
remind students about street safety, both for 
them and for the drivers,” DeMaio said. 

She said the feedback she has received 
on this safety program has been very posi- 
tive. “Parents and teachers are thankful that 
their children get a lesson that reminds them 
about street safety and the town appreciates 
Republic going into our elementary schools 
to give this lesson,” she said. 

DeMaio said there is no cost to the town 


for the program, adding that Republic is very 
helpful in supporting and participating in 
community outreach programs such as this 
one. 

“Tt’s important to the town for trash to be 
collected in a timely fashion, but safety on 
the streets is a higher priority. We’re fortu- 
nate because we haven’t had any incidents 
in town — and we would like to keep it that 
way,” she said.

parents informing them of the situation. His 
letter stated a coach (who was not named), 
had been arrested for what was described as 
“inappropriate conduct.” He informed par- 
ents that the man was only a coach and was 
not a member of the school faculty. Subse- 
quently, Rash has been informed he will no 
longer be a coach at Agawam High School. 

Agawam High School Athletic Director 
David Stratton declined comment on the 
situation, referring all questions to Sapelli. 
Mayor Richard Cohen, who is also the chair 
of the school committee, offered no com- 
ment and also deferred to Sapelli. 

Sapelli said Rash had been helping the 
boys’ volleyball program, which is a spring 
sport, recently. When the school district 
learned of the arrest, that assistance was ter- 
minated. 

“We cooperated fully with the police de- 
partment when they contacted us about the 
arrest,” said Sapelli. 
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Sapelli says the school district works with 
the police department in any situation where 
misconduct of a staff member or coach is in- 
volved for the sake of the students. 

“We have to do whatever we can to 
make sure the people around our stu- 
dents will make them safe,’ said Sapelli. 
Sapelli confirmed the school district was in- 
formed about Rash after police had made an 
arrest. 

According to court documents from 
Hampden Superior Court, Rash was once ar- 
rested and charged with assault. However, the 
charges were later dropped and he no longer 
was in possession of a criminal record. As a 
result, the charges did not turn up in Rash’s 
CORI background check required for him to 
be a coach at Agawam High School. 

The news of Rash’s arrest came last Fri- 
day, June 13, the same day the boys’ vol- 
leyball team was set to compete in the state 
championship game.

“Tt is taboo to politicians,” said DiSanti. 
“There needs to be accountability. With the 
internet technology today, it should be very 
easy to track the sales of these violators as 
well as the merchants that defraud the sys- 
tem.” 

DiSanti is also interested in pursuing the 
completion of the Route 57 extension proj- 
ect. He says the project was a key platform 
issue during his 2012 run and it continues to 
be a major issue today. 

“Jobs will be created through this project,” 
DiSanti says. “Building department stores 
and malls along the exten- 
sion corridor will keep these 
stores in our backyards. Why 
must we spend our dollars 
in the surrounding towns to 
purchase shoes, clothing and 
appliances.” 

In Agawam, DiSanti was 
very concerned about the cur- 


rent state of the sidewalks on North Street. 
He says sidewalks need to be installed along 
the road for safety reasons. 

“Our youngsters and adults have to walk 
in the street on busy North Street to visit 
the town pool and skate park on Maynard 
Street,’ said DiSanti. “Skateboarders are 
in daily jeopardy as they skate down North 
Street. This is a tragedy waiting to happen. 
Sidewalks need to be installed for the safety 
of all.” 

As of press time, DiSanti is the only docu- 
mented opponent to Boldyga, who has al- 
ready announced he will seek a third term.

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Fate of 2015 student tests rests with school committee

PARCC assessment in English/Language 
Arts and math statewide in the spring of 
2016. The plan is to continue to administer 
MCAS exams in science. 


MCAS doesn’t measure new standards 
MCAS, which was developed in the mid- 
1990s, is being phased out by the state be- 
cause it isn’t aligned with the Common Core 
curriculum standards now being used by all 
Massachusetts school districts. 

“The reason for the change is really two- 
fold,” said Sapelli. “First, MCAS is outdated 
and doesn’t truly measure our new curricu- 
lum standards. Second, PARCC gets stu- 
dents used to taking an assessment online 
— something they will likely be required to 
do if they go on to college,” he said. 

Sapelli said the state is giving districts 
the opportunity to get a head start on us- 
ing PARCC before it becomes mandatory. 
“There is no risk if Agawam chooses to ad- 
minister PARCC next spring,” he said. 

Districts that choose PARCC will have 
their 2015 accountability levels “held harm- 
less” (i.e., the level will stay the same or im- 
prove from 2014, but cannot decline). How- 
ever, districts that stay with MCAS will not 
be held harmless — accountability levels will 
be classified as usual. 

Although PARCC is designed to be taken 
online using computers, it will be available 
in 2015 as both an online version and a paper 
version, Sapelli said. 

Assistant Superintendent Allison LeClair, 
who oversees curriculum and instruction, 
said when the school committee voted sev- 
eral years ago to become a Race to the Top 
district, Agawam was required to adopt a 
more rigorous curriculum in exchange for 
additional grant money. She said the dis- 
trict began transitioning to the Common 
Core curriculum in the 2011-12 school year. 
“PARCC is the assessment program that will 
help teachers and administrators determine 
if students are meeting the Common Core 
standards that we implemented,” added 
LeClair. 

Since Agawam students have been using 
the Common Core curriculum for the past 
three years, they are “better prepared” for 
PARCC than students in districts that didn’t 
implement the curriculum until just recent- 
ly. 

“Our students have already experienced 
the new assessment program,” said LeClair. 


Students prefer online assessment 
program 
Agawam was one of several districts state- 
wide that pilot-tested PARCC this spring. 


LeClair said a DESE student survey found 
that a majority of the students who took 
PARCC — 74 percent for the ELA test and 
56 percent for the math test — preferred using 
the computer instead of the traditional paper 
and pencil. 

Agawam has also made major improve- 
ments to its technology infrastructure in the 
last few years. “Our information technology 
department has dedicated funds and man- 
power to ensure we have the capacity to han- 
dle an online assessment,” said Sapelli. 

He said districts that have not made the 
needed technology improvements for online 
assessments may decide to stay with MCAS 
in 2015. 

Although there may be concerns about the 
Common Core curriculum or increased use 
of standardized tests, Sapelli said that is not 
the issue. He said the decision the committee 
must make is which test students will take 
next spring, not what curriculum to use or 
how many standardized tests to take. 


Deciding between MCAS and PARCC 


“The state requires the school committee 
to decide between one of two assessment 
programs for 2015,” Sapelli added. “The 
committee needs to choose which of the two 
assessment programs they believe is best for 
our kids. That’s the only decision that needs 
to be made.” 

Sapelli said he and LeClair held a work- 
shop on PARCC and MCAS for committee 
members prior to its June 10 meeting. He 
said the goal of that workshop was to give 
the committee members as much informa- 
tion as possible so they can make an in- 
formed decision. 

When asked if he will make a recommen- 
dation about which assessment program to 
use, Sapelli said he doesn’t plan to do that. 
“Tt would put undue pressure on the commit- 
tee before they take their vote. I don’t want 
to do that,” he said. 

Prior to voting, the committee will hold 
a hearing to allow public comments about 
which assessment program they think the 
committee should choose. The June 24 pub- 
lic hearing will take place from 6:30-7 p.m. 
in the auditorium of the Roberta G. Doering 
Middle School. 

A PowerPoint presentation, “Information 
to Help Agawam Public Schools Choose 
MCAS or PARCC in Spring 2015,” has 
been posted on the district’s website www.

Events section. Parents are also encour- 
aged to complete a short survey concerning 
PARCC and MCAS that is in the same sec- 
tion.
